Giant Pumpkin Essentials 


ers from across the county will bring their 
epic-sized pumpkins and converge in 
downtown Ukiah for the Pumpkinfest 
Giant Pumpkin Weigh-Off. Typical with 
most years, the springs in the scales will 
be pushed to the max as growers like 
Ukiah resident Ben Fillmore, winner of 
the 2006 Weigh-Off, bring in their mon- 
ster fruits. 

Stepping in to Fillmore’s garden at his 
home south of Talmage is like being in the 
Avenue of the Giants as pumpkin vines 
that look like ropes and leaves as wide as 
32 inches dwarf everything. Inside the 
garden it’s a sea of green with pepper and 
tomato plants sprinkled among the gar- 
gantuan pumpkin plants -- four, to be 
exact -- that overpower this nearly 2,000- 
square-foot garden. 

“I really enjoy getting everything 
growing and waiting for the weigh-off,” 
Fillmore said. “Every year I say I won’t 
do it again, and then I do.” 

But Fillmore’s hesitancy to start the 
process each spring isn’t without justifica- 
tion. Fillmore, a native of Reedley, has 


eLand - An area of 400 
square feet is what Fillmore 
recommends to get started. 

*Seeds - Fillmore recom- 
mends you research which 
kinds of pumpkins will grow 
the biggest. He uses Giant 
Atlantic pumpkin seeds. 

*Misting/Watering System 
- Watering by hand as well as 
misting will become crucial 
factors during the late-sum- 
mer months, according to 
Fillmore. 

eCompost and Fertilizer - 


Fillmore recommends at least 
10 yards of compost to help 
fertilize and soften the ground 
before planting. Organic fertil- 
izers, such as fish emulsion, 
sheep waste and seaweed 
are some of Fillmore’s 
favorites. 

Shovel - A shovel will help 
to bury the secondary vines, 
which don’t produce large 
pumpkins like the main vines. 
The idea is to keep the nutri- 
ents all going to the biggest 
pumpkins. 


*Tape measure - Around 
mid-July a tape measure will 
come in handy to pick the 
biggest and fastest growing 
pumpkins. 

¢Time - With a process that 
takes nearly five months to 
complete, Fillmore said time 
and patience are two essen- 
tials in growing giant pump- 
kins. 

*Total cost for a 20’-20’ 
garden: $300-400

been retired for less than 10 years, but 
even in retirement, the workload hasn’t 
diminished. 

For the past 10 years Fillmore has been 
growing giant pumpkins after accidentally 
stepping in to the pumpkin weigh-off dur- 
ing the late-’90s. He said that seeing those 
giant pumpkins sparked his interest, and 
from there he knew he wanted to start 
growing, but not on a small scale. 

“Well, one time I happened to go up 


town to the Pumpkinfest and Rainbow Ag 
was doing their pumpkin weigh-off. I 
liked what I saw and decided I had to try 
that. After that I got some seeds and just 
went from there,” he said. 

But it was careful research, experimen- 
tation and extended conversations at local 
garden shops that have helped Fillmore to 
perfect an art 10 years in the making.

Wine industry 
waits for effect 
of health study

The alcohol 
industry may be 
worried about a 
report this week 
that all types of 
alcohol — wine, 
beer or liquor 
add equally to 
the risk of devel- 
oping breast 
cancer in 
women. 

Yet studies 
have shown this 
risk factor for 
years. 

“This is a 
hugely underestimated risk factor,” said Dr. 
Patrick Maisonneuve, head of epidemiology at 
the European Institute of Oncology in Italy, who 
was not connected to the study. 

“Women drinking wine because they think it 
is healthier than beer are wrong,” he said. “It’s 
about the amount of alcohol consumed, not the 
type.” 

John Enquist, president and CEO of the 
Mendocino Winegrapes and Wine Commission 
said he didn’t know how the report would affect 
business. 

“It’s hard to say,” he said. “I’m sure we’ll be 
hearing more about it.”

Fire rules 
lifted in NF

With the days getting shorter, and rain pre- 
dicted to be on the way, the Mendocino National 
Forest lifted fire restrictions today. 

“We don’t anticipate any large, campaign- 
type fires,” said Assistant Forest Fire 
Management Officer Steve Decker 

With burning restrictions lifted, national for- 
est visitors can now have open campfires and 
camp stoves outside of designated campgrounds, 
providing they have a valid California Campfire 
Permit, as well as use welding equipment, oper- 
ate internal combustion engines, and smoke. 

Decker said all of the national forests in 
Northern California lifted their fire restrictions 
either Thursday or Friday. 

“The cooler fall temperatures and some pre- 
cipitation have reduced the threat of extreme fire 
danger, and the prediction is for more precipita- 
tion next week,” said MNF Supervisor Tom 
Contreras. 

Decker said there have been very few light- 
ning strike fires in the forest and that firefighters 
attacked them quickly. 

“We were able to keep the acreage down,” he 
said. 

In July and August of 2006, the Hunter Fire 
burned more than 16,000 acres in the national 
forest. The fire was started by several dry light- 
ning strikes on July 24. 

Decker also credited responsible fire-manage- 
ment by national forest visitors with keeping the 
fire danger low. 

The fire season in the national forest was slow 
enough, that Decker said some of their firefight- 
ers spent the summer helping out elsewhere, in 
Plumas County, outside of Santa Barbara and on 
fires in Idaho and Montana. 

“We’ve been working in other folks’ back 
yards,” Decker said. 

Fire management officials stress that the 
Northern California fire season is not yet over. 

“Larger fuels in the forest are fairly dry and 
the potential still exists for new fire starts,” 
Decker said. “We ask that visitors use good fire 
sense and remember to never leave campfires 
unattended.” 

Visitors can get a free California Campfire 
Permit from any Forest Service, Bureau of Land 
Management or CalFire office before going out 
into the forest. 

The permit lists requirements for clearing 
ground around camp fires, how to completely 
extinguish fires and which tools must be kept at 
the campfire site at all times.

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Myanmar soldiers 
shoot at anti-junta 
protesters again 


YANGON, Myanmar (AP) 
— Soldiers with automatic 
rifles fired into crowds of anti- 
government demonstrators 
Thursday, killing at least nine 
people in the bloodiest day in 
more than a month of protests 
demanding an end to military 
rule. 

Bloody sandals lay scat- 
tered on some streets as pro- 
testers fled shouting “Give us 
freedom, give us freedom!” 

On the second day of a bru- 
tal crackdown, truckloads of 
troops in riot gear also raided 
Buddhist monasteries on the 
outskirts of Yangon, beating 
and arresting dozens of 
monks, witnesses and Western 
diplomats said. Japan protest- 
ed the killing of a Japanese 
photographer. 

Daily demonstrations by 
tens of thousands have grown 
into the stiffest challenge to 
the ruling junta in two 
decades, a crisis that began 
Aug. 19 with rallies against a 
fuel price hike then escalated 
dramatically when monks 
began joining the protests. 

With the government ignor- 
ing international appeals for 
restraint, troops fired into 
packs of demonstrators in at 
least four locations in Yangon, 
witnesses and a Western 
diplomat said. Protesters — 
some shouting “Give us free- 
dom!” — dodged roadblocks 
and raced down alleys in a 
defiant game of cat and mouse 
with soldiers and riot police 
that went on for most of the 
day. 


Democrats say 
company sent team 
unprepared into 
Fallujah battle 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Blackwater USA triggered a 
major battle in the Iraq war in 
2004 by sending an unpre- 
pared team of guards into an 
insurgent stronghold, a move 
that led to their horrific deaths 
and a violent response by U.S. 


forces, says a congressional 
investigation released 
Thursday. 


The private security com- 
pany, one of the largest work- 
ing in Iraq and under scrutiny 
for how it operates, also is 
faulted for initially insisting 
its guards were properly pre- 
pared and equipped. It is also 
accused of impeding the 
inquiry by the Democratic 
staff of the House Oversight 
and Government Reform 
Committee. 

The results of the staff 
inquiry come less than a week 
before Erik Prince, a former 
Navy SEAL and Blackwater’s 
founder, is scheduled to testify 
before the committee, which 
is chaired by Rep. Henry 
Waxman, D-Calif., a longtime 
critic of Blackwater. 

The March 2004 incident 
involving Blackwater was 
widely viewed as a turning 
point in the Iraq war after 
images of the mutilated bodies 
of the four guards were seen 
around the world. Four days 
after the Blackwater guards 
were killed, a major military 
offensive, known as the Battle 


of Fallujah, began. 

The combat lasted almost a 
month in Fallujah, which is 40 
miles west of Baghdad. At 
least 36 U.S. military person- 
nel were killed along with 200 
insurgents and an estimated 
600 civilians, the congression- 
al investigation found. 


Gates says likes 
Army’s $3B force 
expansion plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Thursday he’s 
inclined to approve an Army 
proposal to spend nearly $3 
billion extra to accelerate the 
expansion of its active-duty 
force. 

Army Secretary Pete Geren 
said speeding up the growth of 
the force, stretched thin by 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
would mean recruiting faster 
and increasing the number of 
soldiers who re-enlist. 

“I’m probably going to rec- 
ommend they go ahead and 
give it a try,” Gates told 
reporters at a Pentagon news 
conference. Appearing with 
Gates was Gen. Peter Pace, 
the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff who is retiring 
on Monday after 40 years in 
the Marine Corps. 

The defense secretary cau- 
tioned that he would not 
accept any sped-up expansion 
of the Army that would lead 
the Army to lower its recruit- 
ing standards, including levels 
of education required. 

“I’m inclined to approve 
it,” Gates said. “My questions 
have focused principally on 
whether they can do it, in 
terms of recruitment and 
whether they can do so with- 
out lowering standards and, in 
fact, to begin to move back 
toward the high standards of 
not too many months ago.” 


Obama campaign 
seeks distance 
from wife’s words 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) 
— The campaign of Democrat 
Barack Obama moved quickly 
Thursday to dampen any 
expectations raised by 
Michelle Obama who said this 
week that her husband has to 
win Iowa. 

Most polls in Iowa show 
the Illinois senator in a tight 
race with Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and John 
Edwards. During a visit 
Wednesday to Davenport, 
Iowa, Michelle Obama com- 
mented on the importance of a 
strong showing in the caucus- 
es. 

“Towa will make the differ- 
ence,” she said. “If Barack 
doesn’t win Iowa, it is just a 
dream. If we win Iowa then 
we can move to the world as it 
should be. And we need your 
help in making that happen.” 

Typically, meeting expecta- 
tions in Iowa is nearly as 
important as who actually 
wins, so candidates are careful

In war and peace 


In God We Trust . . . We 
are at war. There has been war 
on poverty. War on illiteracy. 
War on disease. This appeared 
in Joseph L. Galloway’s col- 
umn (McClatchy 
Newspapers) and is well 
worth the read. 

Over the last 12 months, 
1,042 soldiers, Marines, 
sailors and Air Force person- 
nel have given their lives in 
the terrible duty that is war. 
Thousands more have come 
home on stretchers, horribly 
wounded and facing months 
or years in military hospitals. 

Army Lt. Col. Robert 
Bateman, who recently com- 
pleted a year-long tour of duty 
in Iraq, is now at the 
Pentagon. Here are excerpts 
from Lt. Col. Bateman’s 
account of a little-known cer- 
emony that fills the halls of 
the Army corridor of the 
Pentagon with cheers, 
applause and many tears 
every Friday morning. It first 
appeared on May 17 on the 
Weblog of media critic and 
pundit Eric Alterman at the 
Media Matters for America 
Web site. 

“Tt is 110 yards from the 
‘E’ ring to the ‘A’ ring of the 
Pentagon. This section of the 
Pentagon is newly renovated; 
the floors shine, the hallway is 
broad, and the lighting is 
bright. At this instant the 
entire length of the corridor is 
packed with officers, a few 
sergeants, and some civilians, 
all crammed tightly three and 
four deep against the walls. 
There are thousands here. 

“Everyone shifts to ensure 
an open path remains down 
the center. The air condition- 
ing system was not designed

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for this press of bodies in this 
area. The temperature is rising 
already. Nobody cares. 

“10:36 hours: The clapping 
starts at the E-Ring. That is 
the outermost of the five rings 
of the Pentagon and it is clos- 
est to the entrance to the 
building. This clapping is low, 
sustained, hearty. It is 
applause with a deep emotion 
behind it as it moves forward 
in a wave down the length of 
the hallway.

GEORGE WILL 


A case of pure 
corporate hypocrisy 


Two days before Christmas in 1967, President 
Lyndon Johnson, visiting the Vatican, presented Pope 
Paul VI with a foot-high bust of Lyndon Johnson. 
Small choices can reveal the character of a person. 

Or of an institution. Consider The New York Times’ 
choices concerning MoveOn.org’s issue advocacy ad 
in the Times calling Gen. David Petraeus “General 
Betray Us” and accusing him of “cooking the books 
for the White House.” 

Last June, the Times was in high dudgeon -- it 
knows no other degree of dudgeon -- about the 
Supreme Court’s refusal to affirm a sweeping govern- 
ment power to suppress political speech. The court 
ruled that a small group of Wisconsin citizens had been 
improperly refused the right to run an issue advocacy 
ad urging the state’s two senators not to filibuster the 
president’s judicial nominees. 

Because one of those senators was seeking re-elec- 
tion, the group’s ad was deemed an “electioneering 
communication” -- one that “refers to” a candidate for 
federal office. McCain-Feingold bans such communi- 
cations by corporations, including incorporated non- 
profit citizens’ groups, in the weeks before an election 
-- when the Times’ editorial page is in full-throated 
enjoyment of speech rights it would deny to others. 

Concurring with the court’s judgment that the 
Wisconsin group’s ad should have been permitted, 
Justice Antonin Scalia noted that although McCain- 
Feingold was written to prevent “corrosive and distort- 
ing effects” by entities with “immense aggregations of 
wealth,” it actually muzzled -- with the Times’ strenu- 
ous approval -- a small group of Wisconsin citizens. 

Less than three months after the Times excoriated 
the court for weakening restrictions on issue ads, the 
paper made a huge and patently illegal contribution to 
MoveOn.org’s issue advocacy ad. The American 
Conservative Union, under Chairman David Keene, 
immediately filed a complaint with the Federal 
Election Commission, noting that the purchaser of the 
ad, MoveOn.org Political Action, is a registered multi- 
candidate political committee regulated by the mare’s 
nest of federal laws and rules the multiplication of 
which has so gladdened the Times. 

The Times, a media corporation that is a fountain of 
detailed editorial instructions about how the rest of the 
world should conduct its business, seems confused 
about how it conducts its own. The Times now says the 
appropriate rate for MoveOn.org’s full-page ad should 
have been $142,000, a far cry from $65,000, which is 
what the group paid. So the discount of $77,000 con- 
stitutes a large soft-money contribution to a federally 
regulated political committee. The Times’ horror of 
such contributions was expressed in its enthusiasm for 
McCain-Feingold. 

FEC regulations state: “The provision of any goods 
or services without charge or at a charge that is less 
than the usual and normal charge for such goods or ser- 
vices is a contribution.” Individuals are limited to con- 
tributing $5,000 in a calendar year; corporations such 
as the Times are forbidden to make any contributions. 

MoveOn.org is going to send a check to the Times 
for $77,000. The Times has apologized, which is 
sweet, but normally the FEC does not accept apologies 
in lieu of fines. And often FEC fines are levied after 
intrusive investigations into motives and intentions. 
Will there be such an investigation of the Times? The 
FEC is not lenient when dealing with individuals who, 
less lawyered-up than The New York Times Company, 
fall afoul of regulations much more recondite than the 
bright line the Times ignored. 

Bob Bauer, a Democratic lawyer specializing in 
laws regulating political speech, notes -- not approv- 
ingly -- that the Times supposedly has a policy of 
rejecting ads involving “personal attack” speech. But 
the Times accepted MoveOn.org’s ad accusing a sol- 
dier of betraying his country. According to the Times’ 
public editor, a Times official said the ad was “a com- 
ment on a public official’s management of his office.” 

The Times’ publisher, Arthur Sulzberger Jr., defend- 
ing the decision to run the ad, said: “If we’re going to 
err, it’s better to err on the side of more political dia- 
logue. ... Perhaps we did err in this case. If we did, we 
erred with the intent of giving greater voice to the peo- 
ple.” Bauer notes that Sulzberger might have used 
words from a Supreme Court decision: “In a debatable 
case, the tie is resolved in favor of protecting speech.” 
And: “Where the First Amendment is implicated, the 
tie goes to the speaker, not the censor.” So spoke Chief 
Justice John Roberts in the Wisconsin decision that 
Sulzberger’s paper denounced because it would mag- 
nify the voices of, among other things, “wealthy cor- 
porations.” The Times Company’s 2006 revenues were 
$3.3 billion. 

The Times’ performance in this matter confirms an 
axiom: There can be unseemly exposure of mind as 
well as of body.

Roseville -Eric Schmidt and Golden 
State Racing scored its 11th NASCAR 
Western Late Model win of the 2007 
season, Saturday night, at All 
American Speedway in Roseville, CA 
and clinched the track championship. 

Schmidt, the 2006 SRL champion, 
iced the one-third mile asphalt oval’s 
first NASCAR track championship 
with still one race remaining in the 18 
round campaign. 

The championship marks Schmidt’s 
second Late Model track title, after 
winning the Stockton 99 Speedway 
series in 2003. 

“As a whole it’s been a great year,” 
Schmidt said. “It’s mainly just stress 
relief heading into that final race.” 

Cold and rainy conditions during 
the morning made for a wild after- 
noon, as teams attempted to adapt to 
the conditions. Schmidt was able to 
nail down the fast-time and started 
10th in the 50 lap feature after a ten car 


invert. 

“The weather caught us off guard 
too,” Schmidt said. “It was a little 
rough during qualifying.” 

Schmidt fell back to 12th place in 
the opening laps as traffic settled in, 
before clawing his way forward for a 
convincing win against a talented field 
that included multi-race winner Bobby 
Grewohl and Altamont standout Ryan 
Philpott. 

Schmidt will look to wrap up the 
All American Speedway season with 
another victory, this Saturday night. 

Schmidt and Golden State Racing 
are also preparing for another shot at 
the prestigious Win-River 125 at 
Shasta Raceway Park in Anderson, 
CA. The event runs from October 6- 
8th. 

Schmidt won the event in 2002 after 
accepting a challenge to drop to the 
rear of the field in the Napa Challenge, 
and pocketed a total of $14,000 in 
winnings. The win still ranks as one of 
the most historic in Northern 
California Late Model racing. 

Schmidt is eager to visit Win-River 
victory lane again. 

“It was by far the biggest win of my 
career,” Schmidt said. “So many great 
drivers had tried to do it and there was 


such a pres- 
tige about it. 
After I 
became the 
first driver 
to do it, they 
stopped 
doing it.”

unday’s game against the 
Browns, Oakland hadn’t won 
since Oct. 29, 2006, an 11- 
game slide that matched the 
second-longest streak in fran- 
chise history. 

Kelly halted the skid with 
one swipe of his left hand 
when e blocked Phil 
Dawson’s second attempt at a 
40-yard field goal. Dawson 
had been successful on his 
first try, but the kick was 
negated when the referee 
ruled the Raiders had called 
timeout before the attempt. 

Through their first three 
years in the NFL, both players 
had comparable numbers. 
Sapp made 37 starts, 146 
tackles, 22 1/2 sacks and five 
forced fumble; Kelly made 31 
starts, 133 tackles, 12 sacks 
and six forced fumbles. 

But while Sapp played one 
position — defensive tackle 
— Kelly has moved from 
nose guard to tackle to end 
and played all three with 
equal success. 

“When I was coaching in 
Denver, we had a guy named 
Trevor Pryce, he played all 
three different positions,” 
Raiders defensive line coach 
Keith Millard said. “He’s 
been a Pro Bowler at the 
defensive tackle position and 
he’s been a Pro Bowl-caliber 
type as a defensive end. 
(Kelly) can play any position 
across the defensive line. 
That’s a compliment to his 
abilities. 

“We really count on 
Tommy to do just about 
everything in our defense and 
do it well. He’s really work- 
ing hard to get that done.” 

Yet Sapp says Oakland is 
playing Kelly out of position 
at defensive end. 

“For me, a three-technique 
is gravy for him because you 
can’t move him,” Sapp said. 
“You can’t double him 
because he can play low, and 
you can’t block him one-on- 
one. There’s a couple intricate 
parts I’ve got to teach him 
with this and that or whatever. 
After I get finished with him 
in the next year and a half, 
he’ll be able to get protections 
and everything down.”

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Brazil victory over U.S. plots them against Germany

HANGZHOU, China 
The way Brazil and sensation- 
al striker Marta played, it did- 
n’t matter who was in goal for 
the United States. 

Marta scored two goals and 
the Brazilians put on a daz- 
zling display of soccer 
Thursday, outhustling the 
Americans at nearly every 
turn to cruise to a 4-0 victory 
in the Women’s World Cup 
semifinals. 

The Brazilians will play in 
their first final Sunday against 
defending champion 
Germany. 

“If you asked me how I do 
that, I can’t explain,” Marta 
said, even after watching TV 
replays of her goals. “Things 
happen very quickly during 
the match, and afterward I 
start thinking: "How do I do 
that?” 

That’s what American 
goalie Hope Solo was asking. 
Angry she was replaced for 
the critical game in favor of 
veteran Briana Scurry, Solo 
lashed out at U.S. coach Greg 
Ryan. 

“It was the wrong decision, 
and I think anybody that 
knows anything about the 
game knows that,” Solo said. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind 
I would have made those 
saves. ... You have to live in 
the present. And you can’t live 
by big names. You can’t live 
in the past.” 


Ryan defended his decision 
and Scurry, who made her 
164th appearance for the 
United States. 

“I don’t have any regrets 
about that,” he said. “I think 
Bri played a great game.” 

He stressed that he didn’t 
think the switch affected the 
game. 

Ryan might have been 
right. The Brazilians attacked 
from the start, and the 
Americans were unable to 
keep pace as they saw their 
51-match unbeaten streak end 
with their worst loss in a 
World Cup match. 

The U.S. will play Norway 
for third place Sunday. 

The opening score came on 
an own-goal in the 20th 
minute, when American 
defender Leslie Osborne 
headed a corner behind 
Scurry. Lucky or not, the 
Brazilians were off and run- 
ning and proved to be better in 
every facet: clever triangulat- 
ed passes, counterattacks, 
audacious moves and blister- 
ing shots. 

“They played like a team,” 
American striker Abby 
Wambach said. “I’ve never 
seen them play so well. They 
brought all of their heart and 
all of their soccer to the table.” 

“It’s a hard loss to swal- 
low,” she added. “More than 
anything it’s just heartbreak- 
ing, it’s hard to go down like 
this.” 

Bidding for another title to 
go with championships in 


1991 and 1999, the U.S. 
team’s semifinal loss was a 
repeat of the 2003 event, when 
the Americans were eliminat- 
ed by Germany. 

Marta made it 2-0 in the 
27th to add to Brazil’s grow- 
ing confidence. She evaded a 
half-dozen players and 
cracked a left-footed shot 
from 15 yards that hugged the 
ground and beat Scurry diving 
to her left. She got her left 
hand on the ball but couldn’t 
stop it. 

“The first goal that Marta 
scored was a great goal,” 
Ryan said. “Briana in that sit- 
uation gives us the best 
chance to stop that shot 
because of her quickness and 
speed. If you look at the rest 
of the match, there is nothing 
she could have done about any 
of the other goals.” 

Scurry, the 36-year-old 
keeper who stopped a decid- 
ing penalty kick to give the 
U.S. the 1999 World Cup, was 
under intense scrutiny. Ryan 
named her to start just 24 
hours beforehand, benching 
Solo who had allowed only 
two goals in four World Cup 
games — and none in almost 
300 minutes. 

Any hope the U.S. had was 
snuffed out a few seconds into 
first-half injury time when 
Shannon Boxx picked up her 
second yellow card, leaving 
the Americans a player short. 
The foul was marginal, but 
Boxx lunged on a tackle trail- 
ing just a step behind the 


Brazilian attackers. 

“T’m not sure about the call 
on Boxx,” Scurry said. 
“Brazil’s a great team. You 
can’t go down a man against a 
team like Brazil; they are 


going to tear you up. 
Unfortunately, that’s what 
happened.” 


Forced to push for a goal in 
the second half, the U.S. left 
itself exposed at the back with 
Maycon, Daniela and 
Cristiane narrowly missing in 
the opening minutes. Cristiane 
finally broke through in the 
56th minute to make it 3-0, 
left-footing a shot home in a 
one-on-one contest with 
Scurry. 

Brazil’s last flurry came in 
the 79th minute when Marta 
showed why she was the 2006 
player of the year. Off the left 
wing, she faked around U.S. 
defender Tina Ellertson, raced 
into the box, faked another 
defender and beat Scurry with 
a shot that drew a huge ova- 
tion from a crowd of 48,000. 

“This is a history, and it’s 
good to be part of history,” 
said Marta, who leads the 
tournament with seven goals. 

The game may be a water- 
shed, though Ryan said it was 
unfair “to draw too many con- 
clusions” from one game. 

Despite winning Group B 
— the toughest in the 16-team 
tournament — the Americans 
seldom looked threatening on 
offense. They tied North 
Korea 2-2, then had narrow 
wins over Sweden and 


Nigeria. Their best game was 
a 3-0 victory over England in 
the quarterfinals, probably 
their weakest opponent in the 
tournament. 

Brazil’s victory was only 
its second over the United 
States in 23 games. The 
Americans beat Brazil 2-0 in 
June in New York — without 
Marta — and won the gold- 
medal game 2-1 in the 2004 
Olympics, a match Brazil 


dominated and probably 
deserved to win. 
The Americans and 


European teams like Norway, 
Germany and Sweden have 
tuled the first two decades of 
women’s soccer with better 
organization, more money and 
well-schooled players. 

The United States won 
titles in °91 and °99 with 
Norway winning in ’95 and 
Germany in ’03. But Brazil, 
which spends little on the 
women’s game, has the edge 
in pure skill, backed by world 
soccer’s deepest pool of tal- 
ent. 

Don’t forget, Brazil’s men 
have won an unprecedented 
five World Cups. 

“We haven’t let up with the 
women’s program,” said Sunil 
Gulati, president of the United 
States Soccer Federation. “If 
anything we have accelerated 
everything.” 

“We are not where we were 
10 years ago. It’s not because 
we are not better, it’s because 
everyone else is investing in 
the game.”

son, an appreciation for the 
emotion given on their son’s 
behalf. No man in that hall- 
way, walking or clapping, is 
ashamed by the silent tears on 
more than a few cheeks. An 
Airborne Ranger wipes his 
eyes only to better see. A cou- 
ple of the officers in this 
crowd have themselves been a 
part of this parade in the past. 

“These are our men, broken 
in body they may be, but they 
are our brothers, and we wel- 
come them home. This parade 
has gone on, every single 
Friday, all year long, for more 
than four years.” Did you 
know that? The media hasn’t 
told the story. 

Honoring again. . . My 
Dad and I had always planned 
to go to Fleet Week in San 
Francisco. For several years 
we were home-bound caring 
for Mom and unable to make 
that dream a reality. Then, 
after Mom passed, 11 months 
later my Dad died. . . and this 
dream died with him. Fleet 
Week is Oct. 4-9, a celebration 
of the men and women of our 
armed forces. It features the 
Navy Blue Angels, a parade of 
Navy ships and other exciting 
demonstrations. This year, in 


honor of my Dad, a WWII and 
Korean Veteran, we are going 
to Fleet Week. I already sense 
my father’s presence. In his 
memory, and on the first day 
of this current war, a flag with 
a yellow ribbon was mounted 
on an oak tree on our property 
for all to see. It will remain 
posted in honor of those serv- 
ing and giving their all... 
until the last one comes home.

Time marches on. . . Have 
you been confused by when 
we “Spring Forward” and 
“Fall Back?” One reader 
called asking if there was an 
official place one could go to 
find out when the next time 
change is. It seems she was in 
a planning session and out of 
five calendars, three different 
dates showed the time change: 
Two in October and one in 
November. 

Wanting to be helpful and 
recalling that Congress made 
the change awhile back, a sim- 
ple phone call to 
Congressman Mike 
Thompson’s office yielded an 
answer: According to a mili- 
tary site, the Energy Policy 
Act of 2005 makes the date 
November 4 that we gain an 
hour. Who,da thought! The 
act, described by proponents, 
was an attempt to combat 
growing energy problems. 
The bill amended the Uniform 
Time act of 1966 by changing 
the start and end dates of day- 
light saving time beginning in 
2007. Clocks were set ahead 
one hour on the second 
Sunday of March instead of 
the first Sunday of April. Now 
clocks are set back one hour 
the first Sunday in November, 
rather than the last Sunday of 
October. 

Time in the US, by law, is 
divided into nine standard 


and its possessions, with most 
of the US observing daylight 
saving time for part of the 
year. 

Interesting note: During his 
time as an American envoy to 
France, Benjamin Franklin 
anonymously published a let- 
ter in 1784 suggesting that 
Parisians economize on can- 
dles by arising earlier to use 
morning light. Franklin’s mild 
satire proposed taxing shut- 
ters, rationing candles, and 
waking the public by ringing 
church bells and firing canons 
at sunrise, in the spirit of his 
earlier proverb, “Early to bed 
and early to rise/Makes a man 
healthy, wealthy and wise.”

Taking care of our own... 
William Fisher, CEO of the 
Alzheimer’s Association in 
Northern California/Northern 
Nevada, had an editorial opin- 
ion recently published in the 
San Francisco Chronicle. He 
poses some sobering statistics 
and brings awareness of legis- 
lation apathy about this dis- 
ease. Read on... 

“Today is World 
Alzheimer’s Day and we want 
to use the occasion to offer our 
sympathy to the more than 1.5 
million Californians who will 
develop, live with and die 
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from Alzheimer’s disease 
between now and 2050. 

“And what is California 
doing to prepare? Is our med- 
ical system ready? Is there a 
workforce to provide care for 
the generation of California 
Baby Boomers who will be at 
50 percent risk of 
Alzheimer’s? Is the infrastruc- 
ture of community services 
sufficient? Are our academic 
medical institutions funded to 
focus on this -- silver tsuna- 
mi? What’s the plan? 

“Two Senate Committees 
and the full Senate as well as 
the Assembly policy commit- 
tee unanimously approved 
legislation -- SB321 -- requir- 
ing the state to create an 
Alzheimer’s Disease Plan to 
guide public policy in 
California. The cost to the 
state is estimated to be less 
than $200,000, a speck in the 
California budget and some- 
thing New York, Illinois, Iowa 
and five other states have 
already done. Sounds prudent. 
Sounds promising. It would 
be a start. 

“But as the Legislature fin- 
ished its 2007 session the 
Alzheimer’s planning legisla- 
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tion, having passed unani- 
mously out of committee, lan- 
guishes in something called 
the ‘Assembly Appropriations 
Committee Suspense File.’ 
Not dead, but perilously close 
to it. And why? Not because 
anyone opposes the idea of 
getting ahead of this frighten- 
ing curve, but because our leg- 
islative leadership, Assembly 
Speaker Fabian Núñez, D- 
L.A., and Senate President 
Pro Tem Don Perata, D- 
Oakland, are either unable or 
unwilling to find a way to let 
this bill move forward. This 
absence of leadership threat- 
ens the future of thousands of 
Californians who are busy 
taking care of themselves 
today only to find California 
unprepared when they arrive 
in huge numbers tomorrow. 
“Californians, like much of 
the rest of the country, are 
engaged in an important con- 
versation about health care 
that often focuses on the unin- 
sured and on the notion that a 
greater emphasis on preven- 
tion will save the health care 
system. Yet we cannot have a 
serious conversation about the 
economics of health care, or 


about saving Medicare and 
Medi-Cal, or reforming Social 
Security, without addressing 
Alzheimer’s disease. It affects 
all of these. 

“It afflicts 13 percent of 
those 65 and older, and 47 per- 
cent of those 85 and older. 
Setting aside for the moment 
the personal and emotional 
toll of Alzheimers, Medicare 
now spends $91 billion on 
beneficiaries with 
Alzheimer’s and projects 
annual costs of $160 billion 
by 2010. On average, 
Medicare spends nearly three 
times as much covering peo- 
ple with Alzheimer’s and 
other dementias as it spends 
for beneficiaries without 
dementia. In 2005, state and 
federal spending for just nurs- 
ing home care for people with 
Alzheimer’s was estimated at 
$21 billion, and is projected to 
increase to $24 billion by 
2010, and $27 billion by 2015. 

“It’s coming. More certain 
by far than bird flu, more cost- 
ly in dollars and human mis- 
ery than the Twin Towers, it’s 
coming. Let’s plan for it.” 

Cheer-i-o! 
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One city's struggle 
with the medical marijuana 
dispensary phenomenon

REDWOOD CITY - Soon 
after the Patients Choice 
Resource Cooperative moved 
into their new digs in down- 


town San Mateo, the group 
got a cease-and-desist letter 
from the San Mateo County 
District Attorney’s Office. 
Patients Choice is a med- 
ical marijuana dispensary, one

of dozens in the Bay Area pro- 
viding medicine for patients in 
possession of doctors’ letters 
prescribing the drug. 

But the cooperative was not 
complying with state and fed- 
eral law, according to the 
November 2006 letter, and it 
was told to close. 

On Wednesday afternoon, 
DEA agents and local law 
enforcement stormed the tiny 
storefront office and two other 
medical marijuana dispen- 
saries in the city’s downtown 
and closed them. 

The operation, led by the 
DEA, was the largest Bay 
Area raid of medical marijua- 
na dispensaries in nearly a 
year. 

Prior to the raids, the 
District Attorney’s Office was 
holding out hope that Patients 
Choice “would recognize 
what they were doing as not in 
compliance with California 
law, and they would shut 
down,” said San Mateo 
County District Attorney Jim 
Fox. 

Instead, Patients Choice 
asked their attorney to send 
the District Attorney’s Office 
a letter that their business was 
perfectly compliant with state 
law in accordance’ with 
Proposition 215, the 1996 bal- 
lot measure which state voters 
approved to allow the use of 
medical marijuana; SB 420, a 


bill passed by the state 
Legislature in 2004 which 
allows medical marijuana 


patients to form their own 
cooperatives; and People v.

Urziceanu, a 2005 appellate 
court ruling which found that 
that SB 420 allows consumer 
cooperatives, such as Patients 
Choice, to accept money in 
exchange for medicine. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Steve Wagstaffe considered 
the letter, reflected on the 
state’s ambiguous legal defin- 
ition of medical marijuana 
dispensaries, and made a deci- 
sion. 

“We could have sat here 
and spent a great deal of tax- 
payer money in San Mateo 
County, prosecuting it and 
going through the appeals, or 
we could bring the case to the 
attention of the federal gov- 
ernment,” Wagstaffe said. 

When Matt Kumin, the San 
Francisco-based attorney for 
Patients Choice and a consul- 
tant to some 80 medical mari- 
juana dispensaries throughout 
the state, learned that federal 
agents had raided his clients 
and two additional dispen- 
saries, his reaction was swift. 

“The local DA tries to do a 
prosecution, but it’s too diffi- 
cult. He’s got a bitter taste in 
his mouth, so he calls the 
feds.” 

“To me, it’s very coward- 
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ly,” he added. “San Mateo - 
God. what a conservative 
place!” 

Actually, until now, San 
Mateo County has not been 
conservative when it comes to 
medical marijuana. 

One year after 66 percent of 
voters passed Prop. 215, the 
Board of Supervisors voted on 
a trial program for the county 
hospital to treat terminally ill 
patients with medical marijua- 
na. 

When the state began to 
issue cards for medical mari-

juana patients in 2004, the 
county was one of the first to 
begin registering qualified 
residents, said John Conley, 
the county’s public health 
director. 

“The Board of Supervisors 
has been very supportive of 
medical marijuana in gener- 
al,” Conley said. 

Maybe thats why, on 
Thursday, Supervisor Jerry 
Hill questioned the legitimacy 
of the raids of the three med-

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ical marijuana dispensaries, 
provided that the businesses 
were “clearly providing the 
drug for medical reasons.” 

Whether the dispensaries 
were operating within state 
medical marijuana laws is 
anyone’s guess. 

A DEA spokesperson 
would not comment on the 
issue and said the agency only 
concerns itself with federal 
drug laws. The county’s 
Narcotics Task Force and the 
San Mateo Police 
Department, which assisted in 
the raid after cooperating with 
a nine-month investigation of 
the dispensaries, refused to 
comment on the issue, 
explaining that the search 
warrants and other documents 
related to the case were 
sealed. 

Asked to comment on the 
case, County Sheriff Greg 
Munks referred questions to 
the DEA. Susan Manheimer, 
San Mateo’s chief of police 
refused to return numerous 
phone calls seeking an inter- 
view. 

The raids turned up 50 
pounds of processed marijua- 
na, hashish, cannabis-laced 
edibles and approximately 
$30,000 in cash, according to 
a statement released by the 
DEA. No arrests were report- 
ed, and there were no reports 
that the dispensaries were 
doing anything not permitted 
by the state’s marijuana laws. 

“The absence of a claim 
that these dispensaries are 
operating outside of state law 
jumps out at me,” said Bruce 
Mirken of the Marijuana 
Policy Project, a Washington, 
D.C.-based medical marijuana 
advocacy group. 

If the dispensaries were in 
compliance with state law, 
Mirken wonders “why on 
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Earth are the San Mateo 
police involved in a conspira- 
cy to undermine state law? 
That is truly outrageous.” 

The answer, said San 
Mateo Lt. Mike Brunicardi on 
Thursday, is that the Police 
Department has “an obligation 
to the residents of San Mateo” 
to assist federal agents if they 
report illegal operations with- 
in the city. 

But Mirkin contends that a 
collaboration with federal 
agents “who believe that the 
most ethical and humane med- 
ical marijuana provider is no 
different than a common drug 
dealer” is a bad decision for 
the community. 

The right decision, he said, 
would be for cities like San 
Mateo and county government 
to regulate medical marijuana 
dispensaries “for the good of 
the patients and the good of 
the community.” 

That sort of progressive 
thinking stumps some local 
officials and angers others. 
While nearly all of the coun- 
ty’s supervisors have gone on 
record defending the use of 
medical marijuana, the board 
has yet to enact any ordi- 
nances to regulate dispen- 
saries. 

San Mateo Mayor John Lee 
said of the raids: “I’m just 
thrilled to death they did it. 
We don’t need that kind of 
stuff in our city.” 

Those two attitudes - pas- 
sive support and outright dis- 
dain - have shaped public pol- 
icy regarding medical mari- 
juana in the state. 

According to Americans 
for Safe Access, an Oakland- 
based medical marijuana 
advocacy group, 26 cities and 
eight counties in California 
have ordinances allowing and 
regulating dispensaries. An 
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additional 55 cities and two 
counties have enacted bans 
(which advocates maintain are 
illegal), and 75 cities and six 
counties have imposed tempo- 
rary moratoria. 

The remainder of the state’s 
478 incorporated cities and 58 
counties, like the city of San 
Mateo and San Mateo County, 
have yet to specifically 
address the issue. 

“I think that in California 
we have to find a way to 
resolve how the distribution of 
medical marijuana can be 
achieved in a way that doesn’t 
bring the suspicion and allega- 
tion of law enforcement that 
illegal activities are occur- 
ring,” said Supervisor Rich 
Gordon. “We need to find a 
way for people who need 
access to this medication to 
get it.” 

Asked whether local offi- 
cials should take up the man- 
tle of regulation, Gordon 
replied, “I’m not sure that’s 
the way to go.” The complica- 
tions of creating ordinances 
for 20 cities and the county 
would prove too difficult, he 
said. 

Supervisor Hill agrees, say- 
ing that “the state should reg- 
ulate, rather than the county.” 
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The legal morass of med- 
ical marijuana in the county is 
a “tragedy,” Hill said, because 
the health benefits of medici- 
nal marijuana are proven and 
“there should be available 
places to obtain medical mari- 
juana.” 

There are currently 880 
medical marijuana patients 
who have been issued state 
identification cards through 
the San Mateo County’s 
health department and poten- 
tially hundreds more who 
have obtained an authorized 
medical marijuana prescrip- 
tion from a physician to treat 
any number of ailments from 
Attention Deficit Disorder to 
arthritis to terminal illnesses, 
such as cancer and HIV. 

Now that the county’s three 
primary medical marijuana 
dispensaries have been shut 
down, patients have several 
choices. 

“Those who can will drive 
to San Francisco or Oakland 
or wherever there are dispen- 
saries,” said Mirken of the 
Marijuana Policy Project. 
“But there will be lots of peo- 
ple who can’t do that. And 
those patients will either do 
without their medicine that 
their doctor recommended or 
buy it from drug dealers on 
the streets.” 

“How on Earth is either of 
those outcomes beneficial to 
the community?” he added. 

Asked how the shuttering 
of the county’s medical mari- 
juana dispensaries would 
affect patients, local officials 
and law enforcement officers 
either declined comment or 
suggested that individuals 
would just have to travel else- 
where to fill their prescription. 

One military veteran living 
in Redwood City is one of the 
hundreds - potentially thou- 
sands - of county residents 
who will be affected by the 
raids. 

Mike wishes to remain 
anonymous because, under 
state law, his prescription 
allows him to grow a handful 
of marijuana plants to treat his 
chronic rheumatoid arthritis. 
He’s afraid the federal govern- 
ment will take away the med- 
ication which makes his life 
bearable. 
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He has smoked marijuana 
for decades. In 1969, his doc- 
tor at Kaiser Permanante rec- 
ommended the drug as a tool 
to treat his condition. But the 
medical marijuana laws limit 
the amount he grows, and he 
has been forced to supplement 
his supply from medical mari- 
juana dispensaries. Now, he 
doesn’t know what he’ll do. 

“I don’t want to drive all 
over the Bay Area looking for 
it,’ he said. “I would rather 


not have to go through that. I 
want to be able to know where 
I can get this stuff when I need 
it from a safe place - and as 
convenient as possible would 
be nice.” 


Asked whether the county - 
which officially supports 
medical marijuana but whose 
law enforcement agencies 
continue to oppose the med- 
ication - has supported med- 
ical marijuana users, his reply 
was succinct. 

“What has the county done 
for me?” he said. "’In my 
opinion, the county has done 
nothing.”

“You can’t just put seeds in 
the ground and say, ‘I’m 
gonna get a big one,’” he 
explained. 

At Fillmore’s house the 
season for growing giant 
pumpkins begins typically 
between April 15 and 20 -- 
depending on the cycle of the 
moon. Fillmore said he 
prefers to plant his pumpkins 
with the absence of light from 
the new moon each April. 

“T like to start right around 
the new moon. It always 
seems to be a good time of 
year to plant them,” he said. 

From there, months of 
watering and misting -- as 
much as three times daily -- 
leads to the all-important pol- 
lination process Fillmore 
begins during the first week of 
July. A relatively delicate 
process, Fillmore said he 
looks for a healthy male 
flower to pollinate female 
flowers growing on the main 
vine. He said he rubs the 


pollen of the flowers together, 
and in an effort to keep bees 
away he said he ties the 
female flower shut until it 
begins to produce fruit. 

As the mercury rises during 
July, Fillmore closely watches 
each pumpkin with a tape 
measure in hand. Fillmore has 
to carefully measure all the 
pumpkins during this time to 
determine which ones are 
growing the fastest. Once he 
determines the biggest three 
or four pumpkins in the patch, 
the rest are eliminated so that 
all fertilization and sunlight 
go directly to the surviving 
pumpkins. 

“Its a lot of work,” 
Fillmore explained. “I try to 
keep a good-sized pumpkin 
on the main vine. They just 
get bigger that way.” 

With his biggest pumpkins 
in sight, Fillmore begins to 
take delicate care of the poten- 
tially prize-winning pumpkins 
that will continue to expand at 
the rate of inches each day. 
Fillmore covers his pumpkins 
with tarps and sometimes 
blankets to keep them warm 
while not exposing them to 


excessive sunlight. The rest is 
just patience. 

With a resumé of giant 
pumpkins grown that includes 
pumpkins of 800, 900 and 
more than 1,000 pounds, 
Fillmore has figured out 
exactly why he keeps up this 
giant-sized hobby. 

“I do it just for that,” 
Fillmore said, while laughing 
and pointing at one of his 
back-up pumpkins for the 
Weigh-Off easily weighing 
more than 500 pounds with 
the meat of the pumpkin as 
thick as eight inches. 

Getting these monsters to 
the weigh-off is quite a 
process that Fillmore said 
involves forklifts, trailers 
“and a lot of patience.” 

“These pumpkins just get 
so big I hope they don’t 
break,” he said. 

The Giant Pumpkin Weigh- 
off is part of the 14th-Annual 
Pumpkinfest taking place Oct. 
13 and 14 in downtown 
Ukiah.

Previous studies have 
shown a link between alcohol 
consumption and breast can- 
cer, but there have been con- 
flicting messages about 
whether different kinds of 
alcohol were more dangerous 
than others. 

The researchers, led by Dr. 
Arthur Klatsky of the Kaiser 
Permanente Medical Care 
Program in Oakland, revealed 
their findings at a meeting of 
the European Cancer 
Organization in Barcelona. 

Researchers analyzed the 
drinking habits of 70,033 
women of various races and 
asked them questions during 
health exams between 1978 
and 1985. By 2004, 2,829 of 
these women had been diag- 
nosed with breast cancer. 

Klatsky and his colleagues 
looked at which types of alco- 
hol the women drank, as well 
as their total alcohol intake. 
They compared that to women 
who had less than one drink a 
day. 

Researchers found no dif- 
ference in the risk of develop- 
ing breast cancer among 
women who drank wine, beer, 
or liquor. Compared with light 
drinkers — those who had less 
than one drink a day — 
women who had one or two 
drinks a day increased their 
risk of developing breast can- 
cer by 10 percent. Women 
who had more than three 
drinks a day raised their risk 
by 30 percent. 

“A 30 percent increased 
risk is not trivial,’ Klatsky 
said. “It provides more evi- 
dence for why heavy drinkers 
should quit or cut down.” 

The link between alcohol 
and breast cancer is not new. 


A 1988 information sheet 
published by Cornell 
University states that, 


“Researchers have reported 
that there is a weak associa- 
tion between alcohol con- 
sumption and breast cancer in 
women who drink one alco- 
holic beverage a day. 
Drinking more, about 2 to 5 
drinks per day, may be associ- 
ated with a rate of breast can- 
cer that is about 40 percent 
higher than the rate for non- 
drinkers.” 

Meanwhile, Wine 
Spectator magazine’s Web site 
points to a 2005 Australian 
study in which scientists 
“report that eating high 
amounts of folic acid - which 
is found in leafy greens, citrus 
fruits, beans and peas - may 
wipe out any risk of breast 
cancer attributable to moder- 
ate alcohol consumption.” 

According to the Spectator, 
“Any adverse effect of alco- 
hol consumption (on breast 
cancer risk) may be reduced 
by sufficient dietary intake of 
folate,’ wrote the authors, led 
by Laura Baglietto, senior 
researcher at the Cancer 
Council Victoria, a research 
charity. Folate, or folic acid, is 
a B vitamin that helps produce 
red blood cells and create and 
maintain the DNA of new 
cells.” 

“In fact,” the Spectator 
continues, “the study, which 
was published in the Aug. 8 
(2005) issue of the British 
Medical Journal, found that 
the women who averaged two 
or three drinks a day and who 
consumed Australia’s recom- 
mended daily allowance of 
folic acid even had a some- 
what lower risk for breast can- 
cer than the nondrinkers who 
consumed the same amount of 
folate.” 

Some experts said this 
week that people might be 
confused by suggestions that 
drinking red wine is healthy, 
since some studies have sug- 
gested that it protects against 
heart disease. 

“None of these mecha- 


nisms have anything to do 
with breast cancer,” Klatsky 
said. Though it is not entirely 
clear how alcohol contributes 
to breast cancer, some experts 
think it raises hormone levels 
in the blood to levels that 
could potentially cause can- 
cer. 

Still, doctors said that other 
factors, such as genetics, obe- 
sity, and age, were more 
important in raising the breast 
cancer risk than was alcohol 
consumption. 

More public education may 
be needed. “Alcohol has had a 
lot of good publicity. People 
may not realize the risk 
they’re taking when they have 
a few drinks,” said Tim Key, 
of the Cancer Research UK 
Epidemiology Unit at Oxford. 
Key was not involved in the 
study.
